Subject.— Import of books and magazines during April, 1963 — March 1964. 

No. 58-ITC(PN)/63.—Attention of the importers is invited to Remark (i) 
against S. Nos. 169-170/IV in Section II of the Red Book for April 1963—March 
1964, in terms of which quota licences for books can be utilised for import of 
Action and permissible non-technical journals upto i 40 per cent of their face value 
only. Against the balance 60 per cent import of children books is allowed, but 
the import of comics is not permitted. 

2. Tire position has been reviewed and it has been decided that the existing 
remark (i) against S. Nos. 169-170/IV in Section II of the Red Book may he 
deemed to have been amended as under;.— 

“Quota licences will be issued subject to the condition that not more than 
50 per cent of the face value can be utilised for import of fiction and 
permissible non-technical journals and magazines, provided that not 
more than 20,000 copies of a single magazine shall be allowed to be 
imported against each quota licence. Within the balance 60 per cent 
of the face value of licences, it will be permissible to import inter- 
alia childrens’ books but import of comics of undesirable types will 
not be allowed.” 

Subject. —Import of raw materials /components and spare parts against 
actual user licences granted to industries in the scheduled and non- 
scheduled sectors including small scale industries.
